THE TREASURY. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 

Tne following is the substance of the anoual 

report of the Treasurer of the United States: 
SUMMARY OF OPERATIONS. 

The receipts of the Government show an in- 
crease over thos8 of 1881 of $22,251,064 in the 
revenue from customs, $11,233,209 from the in- 
ternal revenue, $2,551,277 from sales of public 
lands, and $6,707,416 frow miscellaneous sources, 
making a total increase in the net revenue of 
$12,742,957. The total het revenue was $403,525,- 
250. The net expendituresdecreased from 8200. 
TIZ.887 to $251,081,440, a redaction of $2,731,447, 
which, added ‘to the increase in receipts, makes 
an increase of $45,474,465 in the surplus reyenue 
applicable to the reduction ot the public debt. 

The expenditures on account of interest on 
the public debt show a reduction of $11,461,554, 
from 2.508. 741 in 1881 to $71,077,206 ia 1882. The 
excess of revenues over expeuditure Was $145,- 
543,810, and the amount applied to the reduction 
of the debt 166.281. 0. 

The amount standing on the books ot the 
TrefAsury to the credit of disbursing, officers of 
the United States at the close of the fiscal year 
was $56,067,872. | 

The receipts for the fiscal year on account of 
the Posi-Oillice Department were $41,368,062 and 
the expenditures $39,266,200. Of these amounts 
$20,211,991, or about on- alf, was received and 
expended directly by Postmasters without being 
deposited in the Treasury. | 

The amount collected from National banks on 
account of semi- annual duty accrum@ on their 
capital, circulation, and deposits during the 
year was 89. 180,681. The total amount coliected 
on this account since the beginning of the Na- 
tional- banking system is $118,005,705. 

There was lu custody of this office at the close 
of the fiscal year $376,647,700 in United States 
bonds heid in trust for National banks. of which 
$30,722,700 was held as security for circulation 
and $15,925,000 to secure deposits of public money 
with Nationai-bank depositories. During the 
year $129,454.400 in bonds were deposited, for 
these purposed and $123,428, withdrawn. \ 

The umount of United States currency out- 
standing at the close ot year was 461. 
582. ‘There was redeemed during the year $105,- 
773,706 in United States currency siiver certiti- 
Cates and notes of failed, liquidating, and reduc- 
ing National banks, making the total redemp- 
tions since the first issue ot currency §$2,405,- 
914,779. The issues of silver certificates during 
the year were $24.300,000, and rodemption 
$20,133,200, leaving the amount nominal 
Standing at the ciose of the year $66,096,710. 

GOLD AND SILVER COIN. 

Commenting on the statement of assets and 
liability of the Governmeut on Sept. 80 of the 
last four years the Treasurer says: 

The most noteworthy change in the last year 
is the decrease of the gold coin and bullion held 
by the Treasury from $176,791,566 to $153,u47.964 
and the increase of the standard siiver dollars 
from $65,949,279 to $92,025,360: a decrease in 
wold of $24,743,602 and an increase in the silver 
dollars Of $26,076,071.

United States notes on hand, from $28,422,170 to 
$32,918,256, and the fractional silver coin held 
from $26,448,405 to $27,400246. The aggregate 
umount of gold and silver cuin and bulllon held 
by the Treasury increased from $269,706.998 in 
1881 to $276,144,150 in 1882. The amount now

The gross assets of the Treastiry increased

The estimate for this last 
year was $8,500,000, so that the estimates for the 
ordinary uppropriations, exciusive of rivers and 
harbors, are 817,500, 000 ia excess of those of last 
year.

reach from the temple steps of Athens, where 
Paul preached, to the coast of Africa, where 
Moffat and Livimgstone spent life in exile from 
the grandest of nations happiest of 
homes. The history of modern civilizauon 1s 860 
entangied with the history of tne laborious and 
scif-denying pastors that no analysis can ever 
separate the progress of man from this belief 
in a God, and from the varied biossomings 
of that hope and trust. The woods have 
at the — es beard . ax . — 
pioneer prayer an yun o 
missionary. In the seventeenth and vighteenta 
centuries che new world, reaching from Italy to 
the American lakes, was urged onward more by 
a reformed religion than by the impulse of the 
Baconian philosophy or kindima love of 
goid. Missionaries sailed from all the great 
centres of trafiic and learning; graduates in 
Oxford and Cambridge, and io Heidelberg and 
over the sea, in Yale and Harvard, entered the 
ministry not from a love of gain, but because 
there seemed to await them in that field the 
greatest returns of usefulness. The little meet- 
img-house sprang up at the crossings of the 
roads, and many a valley where water and trees 
met the camp-meeting out-did the old cathe- 
drais in misereres and ylorias. The foundations 
of nations were thus laid in prayer and song. 
Our caimer and wore fastidious period smiles 
at the ways and means of ail former days; but 
after smil.og a moment at the religious fashions 
of yesterday, we suddenly remember that “ the 
fashion of this world passeth away”; that gen- 
eration cometh and generation passetb, but the 
earth abideth forever.“ and carries onward all 
the solid education and morals, and cares no 
more about the eccentric meu or methods or 
creeds of yesterday than it grieves over the oos- 
tumes worn by Bacon, or Watt, or Franklin. or 
Washington. Rising above the little accidents 
ot the clerzgyman’s history, when we are in the 
upper hight of meditation we see the last three 
centuries, the mightiest of varth, marching for- 
ward under church flags and cheered by the 
music of those two worlds which death divides. 
In such hours of deep meditauon over the 
causes of this modern grandeur you seem to be 
a brother of the German Uhland. who, a halt 
hundred years ago, dreamed of a church in the 
woods, the path to which be could not find, but 
whose power none the less came to bis heart:

sbould hold all these things up with the view of 
making it appear necessarily wrong in principle, 
and trying to make the very idea of liberty con- 
temptible? By such a process you can make 
law, and medicige, and every nobie science ap- 
pear mean. 

And that is precisely the method that Col. 
Ingersoll applies to the Bible, and the church, 
and religion. instead of studying these large 
questions philosophicaliy, as great facts and 
moments having their origin in the childhood 
ot the world, and making due allowance for the 
siavery, and polygamy, and the cruelty, and the 
ignorance of those times; and then noticing 
their adaptation and progressive development 
on to the present, and making allowance for the 
darkness, and the ‘judice even now among 
men; instead of this, he looks only at the errors, 
and mistakes, and sins that have been mixed up 
with the good. He takes the examples of po- 


Jygamy. and slavery, and the wars of exter- 


mination recorded jo the Bible, and the mis- 
takes of the Bible. and the worse mistakes of 
extreme partisans about the Bible and religion, 
and the Weaknesses and sins ot Bible characters 
and of the church, and holds them up to make 
the people inugh. 

Were Col. Ingersoll as careful to show the 
true and the good in the Libie and the church 
as he is to try to show the false and the evil; 
aid he treat the subject broadly and fairly, be 
would receive the thanks of the broad and pro- 
gressive thinkers of the church. But he is 
not, and yet he complains that be is charged 
with makin an “indiscriminate onsiaught 
upon the g as well us the evii,’’ and declares 
that be never uttered ove word against any 
institution that is good.“ Is there, | ask, noth- 
ing good in che church, and in che Bible, and re- 
ligion? Col. Lngersoli must know that there is 
much good in wem. Way then does he not dis- 
criminate? Why speak of the Bible as if its 
whole purpose was to plant and upbold slavery 
and potygamy, and ite very animus in favor of 
war and crueity, when be must koow that the 
Bibie, taken in the breadth and inclusiveness of 
its principles, and its teachings, and spirit. is 
against these things and in favor of all the good 
for which he pieads? Why does he tight the 
Christian church and the ininisters? Is there no 
good in them? Does be not know that there are 
thousands of sincere ministers working a whole 
lifetime for less money than he gets for the 
lectures of one year? Does he not know that 
the churches are the friends of education, the 
friends of the puljiic schaols, the friends of lib- 
erty, ana love, and home? Does be not know 
that there are milijons all bver rhe country who 
und comfort and help iu reading their Bibles, 
and in the preaching aud sacraments of t 
church? Why thet oppose these things? 

There is but one posm>lie excuse Of which I 
can think: and that is a poor ove. It is, that 
the church bas not been Iree from bigotry. and 
that it now has some extreme and dogmatic men 
who teach things about God, and the Büole, and 
religion that he cannot accept; and that I, and 
thousands of others, cannot accept. But is that 
aay sufficient re@son why an educated man 
should take the other extreme, and deny every- 
thing. and become a technical pettifogger? Col. 
Ingersolt is capable of being a broad and power- 
ful advocate; a builder, and not one who merely 
tears down: and he owes it to his country and 
his age, as well as to bhimeéelf, to essay the nobie 


task.

theory of morale has little piace or use for the 
abstract principles of right; little place for the 
principie of ought, and olight not, that makes 
heroes and martyrs by placing duty above the 
low considerations of the mere pleasures and 
pains of the senses. Lam sorry that Col. In- 
gersoll ig teaching such a doctrine to the young 
men of this country. 

Next comes the subject of prayer. He affirmed 
that “all the clergymen in the world could not 
get one drop of rain from the sky.” And 1 
asked him Ho be knew that? and then went 
on to state that there was prayer and there was 
rain, and asked how he knew there was no pos- 
sible connection between the one and the other. 
And he pleasantly and not unfairly replies by 
Stating the case thus: “There is rain, and 
there is intideiity; and how does Dr. Thomas 
know that de is aot indebted to me for last year’s 
crop?” And TI answer by saying, 1 don't Know; 
don't kuow but we are indebted to the Colonel 
tor our crops. There is a Seripture statemen 
about making the sun to shine on the good an 
the evil”; and I don't know that we should have 
had a sun, or a world even, and much lese a 
“crop,” if Col. Ingersoll bad not been included 
in the great pian. Ihave read philosophy too 
long to be so ready to say thatif any one thing 
was not, what else might or might not be. 

And what [ said before I say now on this sub- 
ject, whilst not claimed as a conclusive answer, 
was, and ia, intended to be something more than 
merely asparring or word-fencing. It is in- 
tended as a reply to the bold assumptions of the 
lecturer as to what can and what caunot be. 
Outside of mathematics and logic and a few 
such things where there can be but one judg- 
ment, thoughtful men, and especially professed 
agnostics, should besitate to make such large 
and positive ussertions. 

But be says. Tue whole Christian world was 
on its knees to save one Man, and he died. 
That is true. But every deeply Caristian heart— 
even the weeping wife of the Presideut, praved 
then and pray always with this great thought 
and feeling lying back of and conditioning tpeir 
petitions, “Thy will be done.”

THE annual report of Gen. Raum, Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, ts published 
this morning. He anticipates a slight re- 
duction in the internal-revenue receipts this

| $145,000,000. He believes that a reduction 


of $70,000,000 in the annual revenues 
could be safely entered upon and 
is urgently called for.

THE RULE OF ‘“ CORNERS.” 

The Board ot Trade, at a meeting at which 
over 900 members took partin the way of 
voting, decided on Saturday to repeal the 
rule by which in case of settlements, where 
a corner is alleged to have existed, the ag- 
grieved parties way demand that an arbitra- 
tion committee may be appointed to fix the 
terms of settlement. 

The repeal of this rule is undoubtedly the 
result of dissatisfaction with the manner in 
which it has been carried out during 1882 
and of a conviction that the rule itself is 
capable of being abused and made as scauda- 
lous as was the evil it was * to pre- 
vent and restrain, 

By the repeal of the n rule there 
is no longer any restraint upon corners, and 
no appeal from the exactions which may be 
demanded, It isidleto suppose that those 
who voted for the repeal were not fully 
aware of the effect of their votes; So it may 
be assumed that a clear majority of the 
board on Saturday voted that they preferred 
to have no rule whatever on the subject to 
the further continuance of the one which 
has been so generally discussed since last 
April. Public sentiment, it must be con- 
fessed, particularly outside the board; has 
been adverse to the rule. The argument has 
been irresistibly used by non-interested per- 


not be any trifling with the obliga- 
tion of contracts; and that when men 
voluntarily buy and sell toone another ata 
given price they should be compelled to 
abide by the terms of that contract; and that 
itis nota correct principle, nor yet a safe 
one, for the Board of Trade itselfto makea 
law whereby the losers in a commercial deal 


| may appeal and have contracts set aside in 


the interests of the losers in the transactione. 
Outside of the board itself, and generally in 
all commercial circles, the weight of senti- 
ment has been that sucha rule as the one 
now repealed has been a reflection upon the 
integrity which ought to govern in all 
commercial dealings, and that under it a fast- 
and-loose style of doing business would be 
encouraged and made general. 

On the other hand, this rule was the re- 
suit of serious and disgraceful transactions 
which took place several years ago, and was 
intended to prevent a repetition of them, and 
to protect the character of the board from 
the lmputation of tolerating such abuses. 
Both policies have been tried. The unlimited 
and unrestrained corner and the restrained 
and voidable corner have both been tested. 
The latter practice has been abandoned and 
the former substantially restored. 

It is possible that after the excitement on 
this subject shall have passed away the good 
sense of the board will suggest some proper 
substitutes for the rule which has been dis- 
carded. It is not likely that there will be 
any return to the policy of attempting 
to restrain the most perfect freedom in 
buying or selling, or any attempt to 
fix any limit to prices at which men 
may buy or sell. But it ought to be 
made a rule governing all commercial trans- 
actions that men making contracts should do 
80 possessing the reasonable ability and ex- 
pectation to comply with their undertaking, 
and that in the absence of such ability or ex- 
pectation such persons should be subject to 
severe and exemplary punishment, amount- 
ing in aggravated or persistent cases to for- 
feiture of membership. While insisting upon 
the strictest. compliance with the full terms 
of all contracts, all conduct violative of strict 
commercial fair dealing should be promptly 
and severely punished by the board. Mis- 
conduct should be punished as a crime, and 
not made a pretext or an excuse for a viola- 
tion of contracts.

ENGLISH COMMENT ON ‘THE AMERICAN 
NAVY. 


A recent number ot the London Spectator 
finds occasion for some rather ponderous 


——— — 


the Congressional report setting forth the 
present condition of our navy. An aggre- 
gate of 140 vessels is whittled down to thirty- 
eight efficient ships of war by the rejection 
of the old wooden hulks, those which are 
obsolete in style and worthless in equip- 
‘ments, and others which are still on the 
stocks or out of condition. Of the thirty- 
eixht vessels which may be classed as fit for 
ocean service many are old, most of them 
slow in speed, and all of them deficient in 
moderu armament. Quoting the language 
of Mr. Harris they are described as “ utterly 
ineflicient in defensive power, even in the 
power of running away from danger, and 
when war comes they: will only be safe be- 
hind fortifications or unapproachable har- 
bors.”” In contrast with the English nay * 
which did such prompt and effective service 
at Alexandria, itis not strange that such an 
exhibit should be regarded in England as 
something ludicrous. 

But the Spectator makes the common En- 
glish error of ignoring the spontaneity of 
American resources in an emergency when 
it concludes in “sober earnest” that En- 
land could dispatch a single one of her 
largest ironclads across the Atlantic and die- 
tate any terms she pleased; and that not only 
can a great naval Power like England do 
this, but any little country of the world that 
chose to fit out a man-of-war of the modern 
type would have the United States at its 
merey.“ It is possible that, without notice 
or warning, one of the great ironclads of 
England could steal into the harbor of New 
York and inflict great damage before resist- 
‘owa | Yor could be organized. But modern war- 
fare is not precipitated in this fashion. 
While England were engaged in warlike 
negotiations, which would extend over a con- 
siderable period before that Government 
could make up its mind to declare war 
against the United States, or while “any little 
country of the world” were fitting out a 
man-of-war of modern type with which to 
swoop down on one of the principal Ameri- 
can ports and dictate terms to the United 
States, our Government would have ample 
time and the people would develop the en- 
ergy and resources to prepare abundant 
means of defense. The American Govern- 
ment has not kept pace with the European

American confidence 
is so great in the available resources for na- 
val defense and in the probability that there 
willbe ne oeeasion for au offensive naval 
war that many of the shrewdest and most 
patriotie public meu and newspapers have 
doubted whether it would be good poliey to 
build up a naval establishment that would 
compete lu extent or efficiency with the Eu- 
ropean navies. 

But there is another point of view from 
which this question may be considered with 
‘advantage. The naval establishment sug- 
gested by the Advisory Board of the Navy 
Department, and assumed to be all that could 
be desired in this country, would eoat in the 
neighborhood of $30,000,000. It could be 
provided by the savings of a year or two in 
the extravagances, excesses, and hounties 
gratuitously incurred by the American Goy- 
ernment. The $18,000,000 squandered this 
year upon rivers and harbors by authority of 
the combined votes of Democrats and Re- 
publicans would have paid more than one- 
half of the cost of such an establishment. 
A very small proportion of the untold mil, 
ions voted for tiie payment of back pensions 
not due, and offered as a bribe for claimants 
to come forward who never .intended 
to ask for bounty, would have furnished 
the best, the largest, and most effect- 
ive navy in the world, It is safe 
to say that the fees earned by the army-of 
claim-agents created by the Arrears-of-Pen- 
signs law, and earned largely by perjury and 
subornation of perjury, wonld alone have 
paid for such a navy. The sum which Amer- 
ican shipbuilders ask from Congress as a 
bounty for constructing and sailing a few 
steamers under the American flag, and which 
they hope to obtain by persistent trading and 
logrolling, would do the same thing. What- 
ever difference of opinion there may be as to 
the desirability of a vast naval establishment 
in this country, it cannot be disputed that it 
would be better to employ so much of the 
surplus revenues as may be necessary to 
that end than to throw away several times as 
much upon gratuities and jobs. Such an in- 
vestment would at least have the virtue of 
saving us from — ridicule. 

POOR “ON ‘MONOPOLISTS. 

The railway monopolists have at last indl- 
cated the law by which they desire to be con- 
trolled. Mr. Poor, of the Railroad Manual, 
says that Messrs. Vanderbilt and Gould. are 
governed by public qpinion.” It is not long 
since Mr. Vanderbilt was reported as speak- 
ing rather irreverently of the public. It is 
said that he said: The publit-be damned”! 
Ile probably makes a distinction between the 
public and the opinion of the publie, since 
Mr. Poor says he is governed” by the latter. 

It is not unnatural that the monopolists 
should be willing to be governed by public 
opinion when it is considered what public 
opinion has permitted them to do. Pre- 
sumptively pubtic opinion is, on Mr. Poor's 
theory, to be charged with the entire re- 
sponsibility of whatever Messrs. Gould and 
Vanderbilt may choose to do in the future 
as well as what they have already done. In 
the past there is the watering of the stock of 
Hudson River & New York Central by 
Mr. Vanderbilt's father, and the watering the 
stock of Erie by Mr. Gould. The two lots of 
water aggregate a little over $100,000,00u, 
Mr. Vanderbilt has very generously poured 
his share of water into the United States 
Treasury and taken out $50,000,000 in 4 per 
cent bonds, so that the water the father put 
into Hudson River & New York Central 
pays the son the neat little sum of $2,009,000 
per annum. This is one of the items the pub- 
lic pays Mr. Vanderbilt for the privilege of 
governing him! Whata splendid thing it is 
to be governed, to be sure. Who wouldn’t 
be governed at that rate? 

Every man who rides over Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s water-laid rails contributes his mite“ 
towards the grand sum the public pays him 
tor the privilege of governing him, and every 
man who sends acar-load of merchandise 
over the Hudson River & New York Cen- 
trai does likewise. It was a beautiful ar- 
rangement that Vanderbilt senior made with 
the public on the subject of governing.“ 
„Come,“ he said to the public, give me 
850.000, 000 and you shall govern me forever.“ 
“But we haven't got the $50,000,000,” ex- 
claimed the public. “Oh, you are dull.“ re- 
joined the good, old Commodore. “I don’t 
want anything ‘down.’ Just let the New 
York Legislature pass a bill anthorizing me 
to make watered stock as good as real stock, 
and the thing is done. Then I'll issue 830, 
000,000 worth of water and charge a few cents 
extra on each passenger and afew cents ex- 
tra on each ton of freight, and so get my 
$2,000,000 of annual interest. It’s just as 
easy as lying.“ proceeded the Commodore. 
“All you need to do is to keep still. [ll 
even pay the Legislature for passing the bill, 
and you shall govern me forever.“ Well, the 
public said it was a trade, and the Commo- 
dore’s son inherited the water in the stock 
and the public’s sons inheritea the privilege 
of governing the Commodore’s legatee and 
of paying for it. 

The business of governing monopolists is 
rather expensive, but then it is very stimulai- 
ing to the emotion of generosity and all the 
other high moral seitiments. The lite of a 
generation is about thirty years: hence it 
costs each generation of the American pub- 
lic about $60,000,000 to carry out the provis- 
ions of this particu..< contract of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt, and as much more to 
keep its contract with Mr. Gould on Erie.

ARABI rs TRIAL. 

It is now nearly three months since Arabi 
Bey, by the chances of war, was made a 
prisoner by Sir Garnet Wolseley and con- 
fined in a Cairo dungeon for trial, but ex- 
actly for what offense has never been clearly 
stated. Had Arabi Bey’s fate depended upon 
the Khedive, he would long ago have been 
put out of the way by those summary proc- 
esses familiar to Orientals. He would 
simply have disappeared without any forms 
of trial, and the world would have heard no 
more of him. The relation of England, how- 
ever, as the paramount Power in Egypt, 
made such s disposition of him impossible; 
nor was it even conceded that the Egyptian 
authorities couid try him in their courts or 
by court-martial without the sapervision of 
England. Fortunately, therefore, for the ex- 
leader of the National party and army, he 
was allowed all the privileges of law, was 
granted counsel, and was given time in which 
to prepare his defense. 

From the very first, the proposition for a 
trial has been absurd, and his indictment on 
Its faee was a brutum fulmen. It set forth 
acty of vlolence, incendiarism, and murder 
connected with the evacuation of Alexandria, 


butavery brief investigation showed that 


not only was he not responsible for them but 
that they had been committed uponéxpress 
instructions from the Khedive, and that so far 
from being cruelly-minded towards foreign- 
ers, he had, as De Lesseps’ telegrams show, 
saved the lives of several thousands of them 
by expediting their removal to Ismailia and 
other points on the Suez Canal. Evidently he 
could not be tried on these counts, for they 
would also involve the Khedive and, as the 
dispatches assert, so discredit the leading 
Egyptians, from the Khedive downward, as 
to make a retention of the present system im- 
possible. 

The only resource left would be to try him 
for rebellion. 
Certainly not against Turkey, for the Sul- 
tan’s Commissioners publicly decorated him 
for his acts at the beginning of the complica- 
tion, and had not the Sultan been thwarted 
by Lord Dufferin the Turkish armies would 
have gone into Egypt and codperated with 
the Nationals. Certainiy not against the 
Khedive, for it has been shown conclusively 
that dowi to the time of the evacnation of 
Alexandria the Khedive not only made no 
opposition to Arabi Bey and no protest 
against his acts, but encouraged him until it 
became apparent that England was about to 
interfere ‘by foree of arms. Certainly not 
against France, for France has not sent a 


sailor or a soldier to put down any re- 


bellion. Certainly not aguinst England, 
for England was not the ruler of 
Egypt and had no political authority 
there. If there were any rebellion it was 


}against the infamous and tyrannical Anglo- 


French Control, which was sucking the very 
life-blood out of the people. Politically, 
there was no rebellion. It was a state of 
anarchy and chaos; the blind fury of an 
ignorant, and powerless, and helpless people 
against such outrages as the world has 
scarcely witnessed before. 

No wonder it isnow announced that Arabi’s 
trial will be abandoned. To release him un- 
conditionally would be to ignorea dangerous 
factor in the political situation, and preju- 
dice perhaps the policy of England. Hence, 
as the only way out, itis proposed to allow 
him to plead guilty to the charge of rebellion 
and then exile him upon lenient conditions. 
But as he has not rebelled against any au- 
thority ought not the English Government 
to do something handsome for him, as, for 
instance, the French did for the late Bey of 
Tunis? 


Mn. Groner M. Ropeson is said to have ex- 
pended something lixe . 000 of his stealings in 
an attempt to secure his re@lection to the seat in 
Congress which he now bolds for the First Dis- 
trict wf New Jersey. Two years ago he was 
chosen by a plurality of nearly 3,500, only a few 
hundred votes being cast for a third candidate, 
Aud yet. in spite of this margin of Kepublican 
votes and hie lavish expenditure of mouey, he 
was defeated at the lute election, his opponent 
being a comparatively unkoown man, by a ma- 
jority of about 1,500. On the same day Mr. The- 
odore Lyman was elected in the Ninth District 
in Massachusetts, and it is said that the entire 
campaign expense of the club which conducted 
Dis canvass was $112.35, none of which he was 
ecalicd upon personally to pay. Mr. Roveson rep- 
resents a district in which, in ordinary times, 
there is a good majority of Kepublican yoters. 
He ought to bea wun of political prestige. He 
bas held au important posizion ia the Cabinet of 
a President of exceptionai popularity, and be 
has been regarded as iu some sense the leader of 
the Republican side in the present House of 
Representatives. But bis name has become as- 
soviated with administrative extravagance and 
ofticial jobbery. He is believed to have wasted 
the Nation’s reosourcas iu the management of 
the Navy Department, and iu the present Con- 


resse he hus endeavored to promote a poiley ot 


extravagance. He has tuvored large and ill-di- 
recied expenditures upou the navy, and sup 
ported the aggregation of extruvagamce and 
jobbery embodied in the River and Harbor Ap- 
propriation bill of the last session. He is be- 
lieved to have been mainly instrumental in se- 
curing the choice of Me. Keifer as Speaker of 
the House, end to have bad a large intluence 
over the make-up of the committees, obtaining 
the Chairmanship of thaton Naval Affairs for 
himself.—New York T'wnes.

Hebrews in a PanicIncidents Provocative 
of Mirth— What the Preach- 
ers Say.

New York, Dec. 3.—The effect of the enforce- 
ment of the penal code in the city today was to 
treat New York barbers to an experience which 
few citizens of the present generation have ever 
before enjoyed. So far as all outward appear- 
ances were concerned, the day was observed 
with all the strictness of a Puritanicai Sabbath, 
and the streets were as devoid of life and aul- 
mation as the streets of a New Engiand city on 
the Lord's Day. The tradiuonal old- 
est inbabitant’’ could remember noth- 
ing like it, and quiet ‘and caim 
which prevailed all over the great city 
was the subject of unceasing comment on all 
sides. For once reilgious element in the 
city was res in its devotions; ladies going 
to and returning from chureh were not subjected 
to the annoying and insulting stares of a crowd 
of loafers gathered around a corner barroom. 

THE POLICE 

on duty were seemingly intent on enforcing the 
law for one day at least, and the whole appear- 
anve of tne city was transtormed into a sober 
Sunday-go-to-meeting character. which seemed 
oddly out of place in the wicked metropolis, 
Today was a day long to be. remembered 
in the history of this city, and, judginy from 
the decisions made in the cases before the police 
courts, we shall not soon look upon its like 
ugain. The police had given notice to the keep- 
ers of barber-sbops, cigar-stands, and other 
places of business which the code probibits from 
opening on Sunday that their shops must bo 
closed, and in very few cases was the notifica- 
tion disregzarded. 

THE MARKETS AND GROCERY STORES 
were allowed to open and do business until 9 
o’ciock in the mourning, but after that hour not 
an article which the good housewife requires 
for the preparation of the Sunday dinner could 
be purebased except by the favor of the 
grocer and a clandestine entrance to the 
sbop through the back door. Notwithstanding 
the wide advertisement which bad been given to 
the fact that the Sunday laws would be enforced, 
there were thousands of people in the city who 
knew nothing of the existence of any such laws, 
and these people could be found all this morn- 
ing hunting for groceries from one store to an- 
other, and biessing the code and its provisions 
in no uncertain terms. Incidents are of record 
where the sunday dinner consisted of what was 
left from Saturday's repast, the tendency of hu- 
manity to sleep on Sunday morulm resulting in 
the loss of the golden hours during which a sup- 
ply of fresh meat could be secured. 

A FEATURE OF THE DAY . 
was the struggle made by smokers to replenish 
their stock of cigars and tobacco. It is safe to 
say that very few, if any, cigar-shops were open 
for business today, and all along the Bowery 
and other streets in which these shops are 
thickly strewn, men could beseen all day long 
trying doors and turning away with disgust 
pictured on their faces at the failure of the 
latch to respond to their appeals. In some few 


cases the proprietor of the store sat in the rear | 
piacidly pufling a cigar, and this sight added 

to the agony of those whom he refused to admit. | 
Where such a sentinel was on guard the regular 


customers were admitted: if the coast was clear 
of policemen, but no stranger was allowed to 
purchase, for fear that he might prove a spy. 
Generally, bowever, the cigar-stores were 
CLOSED AGAINST ALL COMERS, 

It is safe to assert that very few of the ga- 
loons which have been accustomed to open on 
Sunday were entirely closed. Sbutters were up 
and curtaina were drawn, but the familiar 
side-door was on the latch, and through 
this a stream of men passed in and out 
all day. en generally winked at this in- 
fringement of the law, as they have done in the 
past, and barkeepers were careful about selling 
liqueur to men who showed auy signs of in- 
toxication. In this respect the enforcement uf 
the law outside ‘the liquor saloons Dad a 
effect on these estnbiishments. The * pe 
cigars in the saloons was enormous. tha e 
Suuday trade of the cigar deaiers being ö 
to the Whisky-sbops, so that proprietors 
more than made up for the loss entailed by 
their prudeuce in the sale of liquors by their 
protits in the tobacco business. It was not only 
to purchase cigars and whisky that men patron- 
ized the saloons. 

THE BLACKING OF BOOTS 
was regarded by the police as servile labor 
within the meaning of the code, and the army of 
bootblacks throughout tue city were uuablo to 
prosecute their necessary work to pubiic with- 
out running the risk of being arrested by the

adquarters in the differeat saloous, where they 
felt free from police interference, and bere they 
did a rushing bhusigess during the morning. 
Men could be seen bunting from one street to 
the other to find the boutblack to whom they 
were accustomed to appeal for a weekly “ shine,“ 
and bunting in vain. Finally the news would 
reach them that in a certain bar-room the re- 
quired polish could be obtained, and then came 
u dive for the side door. This fact resulted in 
an increase of revenue for the saloons, tor few

THE GOOD OF THE SALOONKEEPER,

Hundreds of mou were obliged to go 
with a weeks growth of beard on their facus 
because they couid tind no barber to shavo them, 
aud hundreds of others who are accustowed to 
pay wor cents for a shave patronized the 
more expeusive shops in the ootels, and gave to 
them the money which their own struggling bar- 
ber badiy needed.

THE SIOUX COMMISSION. 


Gratifying Success ef the Commission 
to Treat with the Sioux Indians Be- 
garding Their Reservation. 

Special Dispatch ta The Chirag) Tribune. 

Sr. Pau, Minc., Dee. 3.—The gentlemen com- 
prising the Stoux Commission, and consiating of 
Gov. Newton Edmunds and Judge P. C. Shan- 
non, of Yankton, Dak., and J. H. Teller, of 
Cleveland, O., together with 8. D. Hinman, of 
Washington, offic:al intor prater. arrived from 
Standmg Rock Agency today, and Tue Tris- 


UNE correspondent obtained from them 
additional information regarding the 
very importeot work, The boundaries 


of the new Standing Kock Reservation have 
been given. Pine Ridge Keservation will be oc- 
cupied by 8.200 Oallala Sioux, and will comprise 
4.330 square miles, bounded as follows: Seveuty- 
five miles trontage on the Nebraska State line, 
with a depth of about fifty-five miles on the 
Waite River, which will be the northern bound- 
ary. western line will probably be mid- 
way between the 102d and Wid meridians, 
while the eastern boundary will be the 101.20 
meridian, which will also be the western line of 
the Rosebud Reservation. The Rosebud es- 
ervation, or Upper Brule, will comprise 4,000 
syuare miles, and there will be 7,60) Indiana to 
8 it. Its western boundary will be merid- 
jan 1.20 and the eastern 91.90. It will front 
over eighty-five tuiles on the Nebraska State line, 
and will run norte to the White River, with au 
average depth of fifty miles. There is some 
talk of the Upper and Lower Braté indians 
uniting on one reservation. The Santees are 
now upon a reservadon in Nebraska, wpare ey 
degire to remain, and will not, therefore, p- 

rtioned to any locality on the Great Sioux 

eservation. The Santees, of course, vaye prop- 


ert rights ia the reservation which 
wi be satisfactorily adjusted, There 
are about 3.000 square miles of 
territory ia reservation. Thus far, 


all but 4,000 or 5,00) of the Indians interested in 
tne reservation have been (practically) treated 
with, and only one-third of the reservation bas 
been reserved by them. The commissivu bo- 
lieves, thereture, that the present plans may be 
accomplished by the use of cunsidcrable. less 
thao half of the reservauon and that the 
Governinent will be able to open 
up at least 18.000 or 2000 square 
miles of territory to settlement. Under 
the act of Congress which created ths present 
coin mission tue lands secured to the Govern- 
ment from the great reservation can Ouly be se- 
cured under the Homestead law. That ta, these 
lands cannot be pretupted nor taken under the 
Tree-Ciaim law, but must in every case be 
bomesteaded. This wil at once be recognized 
as a very important vonsideration, and it ma 

be heantioned that it is one whic 

hus been almost entirely overlooked, ludeed, 
this is probably the rat special notice of this 
feature of the law that has ubpeare in the pub- 
lic prints. lt is considered by tbe commission 
that there is now no question but that the ob- 
ject of the commission will be accompiis«hed. 
There is such a general desire on the part of all 
the Indiuns tous far visited, and who comprise 
nearly four-tiftos of those interested, to enjoy 
the privileges of — reservations und 
to be put un a practical basis for stock-raising 
that Congressional action is about the only re- 
maining thing to secure it, altnoug the Indians 
at the Cheyenne. Crow Creek, and the Lower 
Brule Agencies bave yet to be seen and their 
full agreement ovtained. The commissiun wil! 
leave for Cheyenne tomorrow afternoon, and 
expect to complete their work ut all the agen- 
cies before Christmas. It is hoped by tne 
members bere of the commission that they 
will be able to submit a full report very early in 
the year, and that Congress will act In the mat- 
ter witb such promptness that the portion of the 
reservation ceded to the Government will be 
open to actual honestesd-squatters euriv in the 
epring. By the success of the commission all 
former impediments to railway Duilding by the 
lines strugelmg toreach the Black Hiits will be 
removed, and it is confidentiy expected that the 
companies so desiring will de able to push their 
lines across the Missouri any time next season,

His Corpse Viewed by Thousands 
at the Desplaines Street 
Station. 


Bill Allen, alias Dehlmer. the negro who shot 
Policeman Wrigbt, was captured yesterday aft- 
ernoon, but the only trial he will have will be 
before his Maker, as be was dead when he 
reached the Desplaines Street Station. Before 
he was brought to bay, however, he had wounded 
another policeman; and when he himself passed 
in bis checks, be bad areyoiver io bis band. 
The details of the Wright murder may be easily 
recalled. Wednesday evening, at balf-past 6 
o'clock, Officers Wright, Tim Foley. and James 
Fietcher went to No. 37 West Washington street, 
where Alleu was supposed to be located, to ar- 
rest him for an assault upon a brother negro, 
and for thrashing an occupant of the same buiid- 
ing. Allen was ina front room, and when Officer 
Wrigot knocked at the r and it was opened 
by a woman named Smd. Allen, who satin a 
rocking-chair less than ten feet from 
the door, sprang up, shot, and 
killed Wright with a single bullet from his re- 
volver, and when Foley and Fietcher, Wright's 
cowardly companions, backed into a rear room 
over the dead body of their comrade, ran 
through the ball and down the stairs to the 
street, where be walked deliberately away. For 
forty-eight hours after the murder of Officer 
Wright the search for the negro murderer was 
unceasing, but all efforts to wet track of him 
failed.

A negro 
named Bill Lambert rents the basement, and 
Diddie Biggs and Julia Johnson, alias the

“I didn’t know Alien,” said Miss Biggs,” but 
he came to our house Thanksgiving evening and 
asked it Billwas in.

The entrance 
to this is through a door on the north side at 
the west end. cers Roach and Stahl stood at 
the door outside, and Lang and I went inside. 
We turned over some barrels, and nests, 
one thing and another, and then Lang, who was 
in the southeast corner'of the shed, tried the 
lid of a feed-box about two feet square, I 
should think, and jumped back, saying excitedly : 
“ There's something in there, John, sure.“ I 
didn't think there was anything there, to 
toll the truth, but [ walked over to have a look 
at it.

About o'clock, when the news of the pursuit 
and shooting of Mulvihill first began to be circu- 
jated, an immense crowd gathered about the 
Desplaines Strect Stadon. ‘bey were quiet and 
orderly, and seemed to be mere curiosiiy-aunt- 
ers. They laughed, chatted, and made inquiries 
of the police in a careiess way. All of a sudden, 
at u quarter of 3, there was a terrific shout, 
“There they come,“ and a patrol-wagon was 
seen turning the corner. In an iustant the mob 
changed front and showed its teeth. The wagon 
was surrounded by a struggling mass of hu- 
manity, perfectiy wild with rage. The body of 
the negro lay in the bottom of the wagon. The 
crowd pressed eagerly forward, shouting, 
* Lynch him.“ Stem him up,” “ Bring a rope.“ 
The rope was soon ready, and the crowd made a 
determived rush for the wagon. Halt a score 
of vfticers were on the seats, but

quickly appreciated the situation. He stood up 
und drew his revolver, ordering the men to do 
the same. They cocked their weapons, but re- 
frained from firmg, fur the mob by that time 
was beyond all control. It was impossible to 
take the body from the wagon, and so a flank 
movement was decided upon. The wagon was 
rapidly wheeled and driven into the alley. Be- 
fore the crowd knew wbat was up the body was 
quickly shuated through a window in the rear,

TO TEAR DOWN THE STATION, 
Threats and promises. were ali in vain, and a 
serious riot seemed inevitabie. Chief Doyle 
mounted the wagoo and assured the crowd t 
the negro was really dead. They huoted und 
yelied, shouting that the police were concealing 
the man, and encouruging each vther to 
break in the windows of the station. 
Meanwhile the body of the dead murderer 
lay on the stones inthe basement, surrounded 
by a wondering crowd of detectives, officers, ana 
reporters. The mau was hastily stripped and a 
cursory examination made of his wounds. One 
bullet had gianced on his right arm and buried 
itself below the armpit. Another had pierved 
the wuscles of the arm and buried itself within 
an inch of the other. Still another bullet had 
pierced the left muscle and buried itself in a 
similur position under the left armpit. A fourth 
bullet struck the nero iu the left side just be- 
low the short ribs, and would of itseif have 
eaused death. The fifth bullet was buried in the 
left thigh. The moutu was full of biood, and 


belief that he bad swailowed still another leaden 
pellet, but it will take a more careful examina- 
cion to determine this.

As the nuked corpse lay stretched on the coid 
stones one could see that Alien was a man of 
splendid physical propurtions. The muscles of 
his arms were tirm and iarge,and nis broad 
chest showed signs of unusual manly vigor.

ente the wall of the room in which — shel- 
tered themselves behind tne body of their dead 
comrade. These four shots in the wall must 
have been tired directly over Wright's body, and 
had he been sitting up any one of them might 
have entered bis head. position of his body 
and the bullet holes in tne wall sugges to 
some of the officers who examined them care- 
fully that if Allen were ever captured and 
brought to trial he might have made a first-class 
defense by claiming that Wright was killed by a 
wild shot from one of his brother officers, All 
circumstances considered, the discharge of 
Foley and Fletcher gives satistaction not only 
to the public, but to the members of the police 
force, who keenly feit the disgrace associated 
with the murderer’s escape.

THE FUR TRADE. 


The Maguitude of the Sales at Indian- 
apolis, Ind. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—The trade in furs 
at this point is rapidly growing into quite for- 
midabie proportions, the two firms engaged in 
itdoing an aggregate business of $150,000 an- 
nually, although it is ot necessity contined to 
the four winter months for its operations. Al- 
ready raw skius are purchased from Cincinnati. 
During tue winter months the two firms empioy 
regularly a considerable number of men in col- 
lecting peits, and have also agents at 420 points, 
chietly in Indiana, who forward to them such 
pelts as may be secured in their respective vi- 
cinities. While the trapper belongs chiefly to 
the uncivilized portions of the country, yet not 
a few men in Indiana devote the entire winter 
months to hunting and trapping. and upon these 
the furrier largely depends. The hunter will 
flourish or starve, according es the winter 
is cold and long or mild and short. With- 
in the boundsof Indiana may be found the 
following fur-bearing animals. and their pelts in 
the lndiunapolis market will bring the foilowing 
prices, accurding to grade and season: Ravcoon, 
10@75 cents; skunk, 10@75 cents; opossum, 5@ 
20 vents; mink, 10@5) ceuts; fox, 25 cents to 
$1.25; gray fox, 25@90 cents; muskrat, 312 
cents: otter, 75 cents to $6; beaver, 50 cents to 
$2 per pound. A few black bear are also to be 
found. Wolf and marten hides are some- 
times brought in. A very large r- cent of 
Western furs are sold in New York, Leipsic, and 
London. Some are exchanged for cured.fur, but 
the return is generally in cash. In these three 
cities vearly all the large furriers of the worid 
are gathered, and the raw furs are bere cured, 
dyed, and put into proper shape to be sent-back 
“nome,” at a protit of about 500 per cent. 
The transformation is complete. The raccoon 
hide, which once adorned the farmer's rail fence 
or corn-crib, is now mucb sought for as valuable 
foreign, black fur, with which dolmans and hats 
are trimmed. Curried, dyed, and doctored by 
the furrier’s art, a matted and burry pelt can be 
made valuabie and salable in the market. To 
supply tne demand for fine, rich tur which 
wakes so cheap and available substitute for 
sealskin or sable, the woods of Indiana will be 
ransacked this winter, and no less than a quarter 
ofa milou of hides of coon, rat, or 
the small, furry animais will ind their way to 
the Indianapolis market.
